GEORGE E. “DUFFY” LEWIS 
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CHARLIE GRIMM .. . The Tribal Pilot 


Charlie Grimm with few exceptions has played an important 
role in senior circuit doings since he first broke in with the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates in 1919. He was born in St. Louis on August 28, 
1898 and as a youngster sold peanuts and scorecards at Sports- 
man’s Park. Back in those days, the kid vendors were allowed to 
work out and shag flies in the morning and that is how Grimm 
got his first taste of major league ball as he tried out around first 


base with the St. Louis Browns. 
On a trip into St. Louis Connie Mack saw Grimm perform- 


ing at first, liked what he saw and signed the youngster to an 
Athletics’ contract in 1916. Charlie played in a few games for the 
A’s, then spent the next two years in the minors at the end of 
which time his contract was purchased by the Pittsburgh club. 
He remained at Forbes Field until he was traded to the Cubs at 
the conclusion of the 1924 campaign. 

In 1925 he took over the first base job for the Chicago team, 
a position which he held down for over a decade. Charlie has 
a lifetime average of .290 and set a National League record 
when he led all N.L. first basemen in fielding on nine different 
occasions. Grimm played in two world series with the Cubs 
(1929 and 1932), fielded flawlessly and hit .389 and .333 


With the club in second. place on August 4, 1932, Grimm 
replaced Rogers Hornsby as manager and went on to win the 
pennant. He held the Bruins’ reins until mid-season of 1938 
when he resigned, recommended Gabby Hartnett as his successor. 
Hartnett won the National League championship that year. 

Charlie then turned his many talents to a different phase of 
the game and became a very successful baseball announcer. The 
game called him back again, however, and he was with the Cubs 
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in a coaching capacity in 1941 and was released to take over 
the helm of the Milwaukee club in June of that year. When he 
took over from Bill Killefer the club was in last place and there 
it remained for that season, but the following year he piloted 
them to second place and in 1943 copped the American Asso- 
ciation flag. He resigned as manager of the Brewers in May of 
1944 and was named manager of the Cubs replacing Jimmy 
Wilson. The Chicago club climbed to fourth that year and under 
Grimm won the pennant in 1945. 

He was replaced as Cubs manager by Frankie Frisch on June 
10, 1949 and became Vice President in charge of personnel for 
the Chicago organization. On January 6, 1950 he resigned his 
job and accepted an offer from wealthy oilman Dick Burnett to 
manage Dallas of the Texas League.. He signed a three year 
contract for a reported figure of $90,000. Following the 1950 sea- 
son he quite his job at Dallas and shortly thereafter signed to 
manage Milwaukee which at this time was the Braves top farm 
club. Under his astute leadership the Milwaukee club spread- 
eagled the American Association field and won the pennant 
going away. His club stormed through the Shaughnessy Cup 
playoffs, went on to defeat Montreal for the Little World Series 
title. 

When Jolly Cholly was named to be manager of the Braves 
his Milwaukee Brewers were in first place in the tight American 
Association scramble. 

He is married and makes his home in Robertsville, Missouri, 
has a son serving with the Marine Corps, and a daughter who 
is married to a Naval Flight Surgeon. She has two sons, Charlie’s 
only grandchildren. 


ROBERT W. KEELY—Bob has been with the Braves since 1946 
as a coach and bull-pen catcher. One of the hardest working 
men on the squad, he is always the first man on the field and the 
last to leave during the Tribal practice sessions. He commands 
tremendous respect from the players because of the all-out man- 
ner in which he pours himself into his work. He works hard with 
the youngsters, aiding them to acclimate themselves to major 
league activities. Bob also works out with and offers valuable 
advice to the many youngsters who try out with the Braves dur- 
ing the season. 


JOHN W. COONEY-—Johnny is now starting his eighth season 
as a Tribal coach. This makes him the veteran member of the 
Braves in point of service. In addition to his coaching tenure, 
Johnny spent 15 years as a Braves player. He always was con- 
sidered one of the outstanding defensive players during his play- 
ing career. He saw additional major league service with the 
Dodgers, Cardinals and Yankees. Cooney originally started out 
as a pitcher, but a bad arm sidelined him with the result that he 
became an outfielder. Highly regarded by baseball men, he 
makes his home in Sarasota, Florida. He is married and has a 
son, John. 


WILLIAM H. WALTERS — After piloting the Milwaukee 
Brewers to the American Association pennant last season, Bucky 
Walters returns to the big leagues as the Braves pitching coach. 
Bucky had the opportunity to continue as a minor league man- 
ager for the 1953 season but he preferred to rejoin the Braves as a 
coach. Originally a third baseman with the Braves, Bucky soon 
developed into one of the game’s outstanding pitchers. He also 
saw action with the Red Sox, Phillies and Reds and was also 
manager of the latter club. He has been in two world series and 
five all-star games. During his career he won a total of 198 games 
on the mound. Bucky is a great man working with the youngsters 
and one of his prize pupils was Chet Nichols who topped the 
senior circuit with the lowest earned run mark in his first season 
in the loop. Married, Bucky makes his home in Glenside, 
Montgomery County, Pa.

Possibly no community eVer cashed in greater divi- 
dends than Milwaukee County stands to receive from its 
investment in the Stadium. That investment already is 
$5,000,000 and before the necessary improvements are 
made in the stadium it will be around $6,000,000. Yet, it 
could be more and still pay off possibly 100 percent every 
baseball season. 

Even with the trafic problems which major league 
baseball crowds will create, the Milwaukee Braves should 
draw more than 1,000,000 paid admissions in 1953. If 
they do, at least half of the spectators will come from out- 
side Milwaukee County. ; 

“How much they will spend here is difficult to esti- 
mate,” said Alvin J. Monroe, convention bureau mana- 
ger for the Association of Commerce. “We have never 
run a survey on visitors of that kind, but we will and 
after the 1953 season we'll have a better idea of how 
much this means to Milwaukee. 

“We do know visitors from out in the state are the 
best shoppers. Visitors to state conventions spend $6 per 
person per day more than those brought here by national 
conventions. Milwaukee is the natural shopping center 
of the state.

“With the coming of the Braves, that stadium is like 
a gold mine opened up out there. It will add to the 
wealth of Milwaukee. Everybody in the community will 
get some benefit. You can’t add to the wealth of a city 
without benefiting everybody in it.” 

Metropolitan Milwaukee has fewer than 1,000,000 
people. Yet, the Braves will draw upon more than 1,- 
300,000 within a 50-mile radius and a total of perhaps 
2,225,000 inside a circle drawn through Green Bay. 
Within this larger radius are some of the most baseball- 
minded people in the world. The Land o’Lakes Baseball 
Leagues, with a team in almost every cross-roads village, 
occupy a 40-mile area around Milwaukee. This is the 
largest home-talent baseball organization in the world. 
And surpassed only by the Lakes wheel is the Home- 
Talent league surrounding Madison. 

Only a very sport-minded group of small cities made 
the Green Bay Packers flourish in professional football, 
and these, up through the Fox River valley and along 
the lake shore, will send steady streams of fans to see 
the Braves. Support will come from farther than that, 
not only in Wisconsin but in upper Michigan. The upper 
peninsula is cut off from Detroit by the straits of Macki- 
nac and long distance. It is a great sports country. The 
sports editor of an upper peninsula city has predicted that 
the Braves will draw at least 50,000 paid admissions an- 
nually from that country.

The full benefits of major league baseball will not be 
realized until the freeways have been built. When that 
day comes, visitors will be able to drive 50 miles an hour 
from the county line, north, west or south, right into the 
stadium parking lots, for the main east-west and north- 
south freeways will intersect at a traffic exchange along- 
side the stadium. Until the nearby construction has been 
completed, trafic will be congested, but the bright hope 
ahead will make this burden easier to bear. The popu- 
lace’s eager appetite for big league ball will overcome the 
traffic barrier for a season or two. 

The stadium was the subject of political debate for 
20 years. The common council considered a 50,000-seat 
municipal stadium back in 1931. The county board took 
up the idea after that and the county board in 1936 or- 
dered a study of locations, designs and cost. 

The long discussions cost Milwaukee a chance to 
build the stadium with PWA money, as other cities built 
stadiums and baseball parks. After objections to erecting 
a baseball park with tax money had been overcome by 
advancing the idea of a community stadium for many 
uses, endless discussion of various sites began, with south 
side pitted against north side. 

The final impetus was given by the 1948 Committee, 
created to press for community improvements in connec- 
tion with the city’s centennial. That committee continues 
to exist as the Greater Milwaukee committee. The public 


support thus given by leading citizens encouraged public 
officeholders to act. 

The filled-in Story quarry, picked as a_ stadium 
site back in 1909 by foresighted city planners, was desig- 
nated by the county board as a building site in 1948 con- 
tingent on approval of a $3,525,000 bond issue for widen- 
ing N. 44th St. and Blue Mound Rd. The voters rejected 
the bond issue in a referendum and the Story site was 
abandoned. 

After two more years of discussion, the county board 
came back to the quarry site. The common council do- 
nated the 40-acre tract to the county. The Osborn Engi- 
neering Co., which had designed Yankee stadium, Briggs 
field in Detroit, the Cleveland municipal stadium, and 
the football stadiums of Notre Dame, Minnesota and In- 
diana universities, was engaged to design the county sta- 
dium.

The need of more parking areas was pointed out and 
the county sought land from the contiguous Soldiers 
home grounds. Senator Wiley of Wisconsin introduced 
a bill in Congress and in September, 1949, President Tru- 
man signed. it, directing the Veterans’ administration to 
sell two tracts and lease another, totaling 120 acres, to 
the county. 

The additional land was more desirable for the sta- 
dium, so the site was shifted. Ground wos broken Octo- 
ber 19, 1950. 


One more barrier had to be surmounted. The federal 
government restricted construction because of the Korean 
conflict. Milwaukee representatives went to Washington 
and, by showing that the stadium already had been be- 
gun, got steel released to proceed with the job. 

So a beautiful, modern baseball park arose under Sol- 
diers home hill, and it was ready—barely ready—when the 
chance came to get the Braves. 

Then everybody joined in a demand that the club be 
moved here—Gov. Walter Kohler, Mayor Frank Zeidler, 
the state senate, the county board, the common council, 
the congressional delegation, the Greater Milwaukee com- 
mittee and many civic organizations. 

And the Braves came, as President Louis Perini put 
it, to accept the challenge which only pioneers know— 
to bring a nearly new team to a new park in a new major 
league city and try to build something of value to them- 
selves, the community and organized baseball. 

“If, five years from now,” said Mr. Perini, “this move 
has proved successful and I have contributed something 


to baseball, I will be very pleased.”

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Warren Spahn, the Braves’ stylish southpaw, has long 
been considered one of the outstanding pitchers in the 
game today. Many of the so-called experts have tabbed 
Warren as the top southpaw in the major leagues. War- 
ren’s record with the Tribe more than justifies the repu- 
tation which he has earned for himself. 

Last season marked the first time that Spahnie failed 
to win as many games as he lost. Nevertheless, he pitched 
fine ball for Charlie Grimm’s club and topped the league 
again in strikeouts. He also turned in a brilliant 2.98 
earned run average, a true indication of the brand of 
baseball he hurled for the Braves last year. 

In addition to leading the league in strikeouts for the 
1952 campaign, a feat incidentally which has become an 
annual affair with him, .Warren registered the 1000th 
strikeout of his major league career in his final game of 
the season. Since coming up to the Braves in 1942, Spahn 
has averaged close to 150 strikeouts per season. 

Spahn’s top year in the National League was in 1951 
when he registered 22 decisions, his highest output of 
victories. In 1949 he topped the league in strikeouts, re- 
peated the feat in 1950 as he fell nine short of the 200 
mark, and tied for strikeout honors with Brooklyn’s Don 
Newcombe in 1951. Newcombe managed to tie Spahn’s 
total through his efforts in the play-off series against the 
Giants. 

When Warren Spahn broke into organized baseball 
back in 1940 baseball men predicted a great future for 
the Buffalo youngster. Although he was sidelined most 
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of the season with a bad arm, Spahn managed to win 
five games and register 62 strikeouts. The following sea- 
son found him moving up from Class D to the Tribe’s 
Class B team at Evansville. It was here that he really 
came into his own as he won 19 contests, struck out 193 
and posted a brilliant 1.83 earned run average. 

He won two games for the Braves in 1942 and regis- 
tered 17 wins for the Hartford Club the same season. 
He went into the Army in 1943 and served until June 
of 1946, two years of which he spent in the European 
Theater with a combat engineer battalion. He earned 
three stars in the Battles of the Bulge, France and Ger- 
many and earned the Purple Heart as the result of a 
shrapnel wound. 

Following his discharge from the service, Spahnie 
joined the Tribe and won 8 games in 1946 and struck 
out 67 batters in 107 innings on the mound. 

One of Warren’s outstanding pitching performances 
came on Labor Day in 1948 when he carved out a bril- 
liant 14-inning 2-1 victory over Brooklyn. Baseball men 
agree that it was this game which knocked the Dodgers 
out of contention and set the stage for the Braves pen- 
nant victory. 

Spahn’s relief work was one of the highlights of the 
1948 World Series with Cleveland. In the fifth game, 
which saw the Braves trounce Bob Feller, Warren gave 
up but one hit in 52/3 innings and whiffed 7 Cleveland 
batters. 

Spahn has pitched many fine games since coming to 
the Braves. He rates his 2-0 one-hitter against the Car- 
dinals in 1951 as the finest game he has ever twirled. A 
single by rival pitcher Al Brazle spoiled his bid for a 
Hall of Fame performance. 

Married and the father of a son, Spahn makes his 
home in Hartshorne, Oklahoma, where he spends his off- 
season operating his expanding ranch. 


One of the most valuable pieces of property in major 
league baseball today is a 21 year old good-looking young- 
ster from Santa Barbara, California, who answers to the 
name of Ed Mathews. Baseball folks from coast-to-coast 
are unanimous in the opinion that the hard hitting Boston 
Braves’ third baseman will blossom into one of the truly 
all-time baseball greats. 

Last season, his first in the big leagues and his fourth 
in organized baseball, Ed Mathews broke in with the 
biggest splash to hit the senior circuit since Ralph Kiner 
made his debut with the Pirates in 1946. He clouted a 
total of 25 home runs, which surpassed Ralph’s initial 
mark of 23, hit at least one home run in every National 
League ball park, became the loop’s first novice to hit 
three home runs in a single game, accomplishing the feat

against the pennant-winning Dodgers, and blasted some 
of the longest drives ever witnessed in the St. Louis, Cin- 
cinnati, Pittsburgh and Brooklyn ball parks. 

Although he wound up with a .242 batting mark, 
the youthful left hand slugger found his batting eye 
over the final month of the season during which period 
he hit at a .300 pace. His determination plus his great 
natural ability was never more proved than it was dur- 
ing the month of September. 

Mathews was always regarded as a great hitting pros- 
pect but when he first came up there was some specula- 
tion about his play afield. It wasn’t too long, however, 
before he was being hailed as an excellent glove man. 
He possesses a terrific and accurate throwing arm and, for 
a lad his size, moves around with amazing speed.
